Although President Coolidge and Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg are striving to 
prevent the Mexican problem from be- 
coming merged in America’s dealings 
with Nicaragua, there were further tn- 
dications yesterday that the efforts of 
the United States governmerit in this 
respect may prove fruitless. 

Advices reaching Latin - American 
dgplomatic circles, as well as the news 
_ from Mexico City, show that President 
Calles of Mexico is net prepared to °o- 
operate with the United States. IJn- 
stead, President Calles appears anxious 
to make another issue out of the 
wicaraguan situation and there is grave 
fear here that such a poiicy would put 
a further and unwelcome strain on the 
present unsatisfactory relations be- 
tween the United States and Mexico. 

But until President Calles has been 
given Kis chance to heed America’s 
warning with respect to Nicaragua and 
reply to America’s last note on the con- 
Yiscatory features of Mexican laws, as 
they affect Americans, officials here are 
disposed to refrain from _ involving 
Mexico in the Nicaraguan situation. 

Simply Aiding Nicaraguan Peace. 

President Coolidge understands that 
Adolfo Diaz has asked the good offices 
of the United States in maintaining 
peace and that Mr. Kellogg is going to 
cooperate with him. But that is all, 
the White House spokesman stated yes- 
terday, making it clear that for the 
moment the American policy does not 
go beyond readiness to assist the 
Nicaraguan peace program. 

Thus the only immediate danger of 
seriously disturbed relations "vith Mex- 
ico lies in the possibility th \t Calles 
may sanction a continuance of armed 
interference by Mexico in Nicaraguan 
affairs. uch a policy might brihg on 
a clash at any moment, because the 
United States warships in Nicaraguan 
waters would probably not remain idle 
if further Shipments of arms or muni- 
tions seek a landing at Nicaraguan 
ports. 

Meanwhile there is the encouraging 
possibility that President Calles may 
yield to the American demand for a 
peace program in Nicaragua free from 
“outside disturbances.” Senor Don 
Manuel C. Tellez, the Mexican Ambas- 
gador, was at the State Department yes- 
terday, but did not see Mr. Kellogg. 
Senor Tellez has exerted his influence 
8n behalf of harmony and peace on 
fPevious occasions when the relations 
between the United States and Mexico 
‘were disturbed, and if may be that he 
will again succeed in averting the 
threatened crisis. But it is conceded 
that the present difficulty between the 
two governments is the most difficult 
of solution which has yet confronted 
the resourceful Mexicah diplomat. 

Several Trumps Yet to Play. 

It appears, too, that America has 
@everal trump cards yet to play if ne- 
cessity requires. If President Calles 
yill not be disposed to curb shipments 
of Mexican arms and munitions to 
og he may find it difficult to 

ersuade the United States govern- 
ment to continue its present policy of 
“curbing shipments of American arms 
and muntiions to Mexico. 

It is not expected that the President 
would willingly resort to a lifting of the 
embargo on arms to Mexico as a re- 
taliatory measure. But the curious situ- 
ation is presented where Calles’ efforts 
to maintain stability and avert blood- 
shed in his own country are being ef- 
fectively helped by the American arms 
embargo, while at the same time Adolfo 
Diaz’s efforts to gain stability in Nica- 
‘agua are being hindered by the re- 
fusal of Calles to keep Mexican arms 
out of that country. 

And it is freely stated by diplomats 
here that the raising of the arms em- 
bargo by President Coolidge might 
mean the end of the Calles regime 
within a few weeks. The actual number 
of rifles and machine guhs shipped 
from American soil to revolutionists 
would probably not be decisive in so 
short a period, it is stated, but the fact 
that the embargo had been lifted would 
be a signal that the United States had 
withdrawn its support from the present 
government of Mexico. 

Because of present unsettled condi- 
tions in Mexico, the withdrawal of 
American good will might be serious,

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CHATEAU LE PARADIS 
1) BURNED 10 GROUND 


Closed Summer Resort at 
Ammendale Discovered in 
Flames by Motorists. 


LOSS IS PUT AT $200,000 


Chateau Le Paradis, the popular 
resort operated by Meyer Davis at 
Ammendale, Md., was destroyed by fire 
last night. Several hundred persons 
who gathered were endangered when 
one of the walls crashed in. 

The building, situated far back from 
the Washington-Baltimore pike amid 
a foliage of towering, shading trees, 
was discovered with its entire roof in 
flames by passing motorists who spread 
the alarm. 

Volunteer fire apparatus responded 
from Hyattsville, Riverdale, Cottage 
City and other nearby Maryland com- 
munities, but by the time they arrived 
on the scene the whole building seemed 
to be lost. 

The resort was opened summer be- 
fore last by the millionaire club 
and orchestra operator to serve 


an outlying adjunct of i his 
Cafe le Paradis. It was a spacious 


frame building of a _ pretentious 
Colonial type. 

It was elaborately furnished, and in 
the summer was the mecca for Wash- 
ingtonians and parties from Baltimore 
seeking gayety of the night life. It 
was closed for the winter on Labor 
day, and it is understood that not even 
a caretaker was in the building last 
night. 

Mr. Davis was reported to be in New 
York. According to Robert Kehl, man- 
ager of Le Paradis, who was notified 
by The Post of the fire, the building 
and furnishings were valued at $200,- 
000. None of the furnishings had been 
removed, he said. 

The volunteer fire apparatus sought 
for a while to fight the flames with 
water drawn from a stream nearby but 
finally gave this up as ineffective and 
let the building, then nearly burned 
to the ground, burn itself out. Only 
the chimneys were left standing. 

Safety of the property, it was re- 
ported, had been left in the hands of 
a private detective agency, although a 
caretaker was retained on the property 
when it closed last winter. There were 
two explosions during the fire which 
sent missiles flying over the onlookers.

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Former Supreme Court 
Jurist Was Given Last 
Rites a Week Ago. 


4 CHILDREN AT BED 
AS HE GROWS FEEBLE 


‘Was Appointed by McKinley 


After Serving as U. S. 
Attorney General. 


Former Associate Justice Joseph Mc- 
Kenna, who retired from the United 
States Supreme Court about a year ago, 
is “very seriously ill” at his apartment 
in the Connecticut, 1150 Connecticut 
avenue northwest, it was learned last 
night. 

Mr. McKenna, who is 83 years old, 
received the last rites of the Catholic 
Church a week ago, the ceremony being 
performed by the Rev. Edward lL. 
Buckey, pastor of St. Matthew’s church. 

The four children of the distin- 
guished jurist are gathered here, three 
of them having been summoned from 
other cities. Mrs. Edward Alsop came 
all the way from Paris. The other 
daughters are Mrs. Pitts Duffield, of 
New York, and Mrs. Davenport Brown, 
of Boston. Frank McKenna, the only 
son, lives here. 

The strength of Mr. McKenna began 
to fail about two months ago, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Duffield, who said last night 
he was very feeble. Dr. Sterling Ruffin 
is in attendance. 


Was Attorney General. 


Like the man who took his place on 
the Supreme Court bench, Harlan 
Stone, Mr. McKenna was appointed to 
the nation’s highest tribunal after 
serving as Attorney General of the 
United States. He was appointed to 
the latter office by President McKin- 
ley, and it was McKinley who, ten 
months later, appointed him to the 
seat in the Supreme Court that had 
been occupied by Justice Field. This 
was in December, 1897. Joseph Mc- 
Kenna was born August 10, 1843, in 
Philadelphia, the son of John and Mary 
McKenna, the former a native of Ire- 
land and the latter an Englishwoman. 
As a youth he attended St. Joseph’s 
college, in Philadelphia, and there re- 
ceived his preparatory education. 

In 1855 the family moved to Beni- 
cia, Calif.. where young Joseph en- 
tered St. Augustine college and began 
the study of law. Later he had the 
remarkable experience of being gradu- 
ated, being admitted to the Califor- 
nia bar and of being elected district 
attorney of Solano county, Calif., all 
within the year 1865. 


Legislator in 1875. 


In 1875 Mr. McKenna was elected a 
member of the California legislature, 
in which body he made a notable 
speech that attracted national atten-

Storm-lashed waters of Lakes Michigan 
and Superior tonight held in their grip 
five coal-carrying freighters and the 
steamer C. Russell Hubbard, caught in 
the gale that swept down from Canada 
Wednesday. 

The freighters were bound for Mil- 
waukee, and officials here said no ap- 
prehension was felt, as it was believed 
they took shelter around the Beaver 
islands or the Manitous. Three other 
freighters are due here before mid- 
night. The freighters overdue are the 
Monroe C. Smith, David Z. Norton, 
Hill, William H. Fitzgerald and Sam 
Mitchell.

Auto Levy Cut and Proposals 
to Spend Surplus Stir Cool- 
idge’s Opposition. 


FIRM FOR CREDIT PLAN

President Coolidge, it was disclosed 
at the White House yesterday, looks 
with no favor upon variations of the 
tax credit plan which have been 
evolved after some confusion as to the 
administration’s method of returning 
the surplus to the taxpayers, nor will 
he give his support to any of the pro- 
posals for distributing the accumulated 
funds in the Treasury in some other 
fashion. 

The presidential views were given 
partly in reply to the suggestion of 
Senator Furnifold M. Simmons, of 
North Carolina, that a reduction be 
made in the automobile excise tax, 
and also in answer to a number of 
congressional callers who hava evi- 
dently in the past few days sought to 
enlist the aid of the chief executive 
for various projects that would involve 
the administration in new and addi- 
tional expenditures of public funds. 

It was Bpparent after the exposition 
of the chief executive’s views that as 
far as the White House is concerned 
the only practical course to be fol- 
lowed by the coming short session of 
Congress is to authorize the 15 per 
cent credit on the income tax pay- 
ments of March and June. The deter- 
mination of the chief executive on 
this point and the divergence of opin- 
ion in the Senate and House, therefore, 
indicate more than ever, it is believed, 
that the problem of tax relief will 
prove to be a difficult one to settle.

AO BLAST IPO onP 
AT OPARRUWS POINT 


Blazing Oil Is Sprayed 
on Scores at Dock 


Near Baltimore. 


SCREAMS OF VICTIMS, 
MINUS LIMBS, HEARD 


Maimed Men, With Clothing 
Afire, Crawl About Trying 
to Escape Flames.

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 19 (By A. P.). 
A blast of fire which cut asunder the 
Norwegian tanker Mantilla exacted an 
apparent toll of 16 lives as the vessel 
lay in dry dock at the Sparrows Point 
plant of the Bethlehem Shipbuild'ng 
Corporation today. Scores of workrnen 
were caught in a flaming rain of death 
as an amidships oil tank exploded with 
a deafening report, to spew burning 
oil and twisted steel over the decks 
and surrounding scaffolding. 

Eight shattered bodies had been re- 
covered. A check of the men known 
to have been aboard the vessel indicat- 
ed eight still unaccounted for. 

No definite count of the jnjured nad 
been possible. The more seriously hurt 
had been scattered to every available 
hospital. Scores were treated at the 
plant first aid station and allowed to 
gO. 

A Spectacle of Horror. 

Piercing screams from the _ ship’s 
decks and its interior only partly pre- 
pared volunteer rescue workers for the 
spectacle which greeted them when 
they rushed upon the reeling vessel a 
few minutes after the blast. Men 
whose arms and legs had been torn 
off dragged themselves over blood 
spattered planks, vainly endeavoring to 
extinguish flaming clothing. Billows 
of flame and smoke shot through rag- 
ged rents in the Mantilla’s steel plates. 

Windows in nearby factory buildings 
were blown out and steel Was rained 
about the neighborhood. A piece of 
gteel 30 feet long and 8 feet wide, 
weighing several tons, was hurled into 
an adjacent dry dock to crash down 
on the deck of the steamer Mount 
Clary. No one was aboard the Mount 
Clary. 

Firemen who fought for nearly four 
hours to control the fire before they 
could carry out the dead were forced 
to trample over bodies and parts of 
bodies strewn about the ship. 

John Erickson, a member of the Man- 
tilla’s crew, said “‘the boat heaved and 
shook with a terrific roar. I saw steel 
plates and pieces of men flying through 
the air. Some of them flew by my 
head. Then the smoke began to blind 
me, but not before I saw the deck was 
covered with men and parts of men. 
The clothing of most of them was on 
fire. 

Reared and Plunged Like Horse. 

Another eye-witness, Matthew Pru- 
cha, a. workman, described how the 
ship “reared and plunged like a horse 
and seemed to.lift 10 feet from the 
dock.” 

Prucha was'‘in the engineroom. “I 
made my way to the deck,” he said, 
“and saw men running around with 
their clothing on fire and crying. Some 
of them had their arms off and some 
lay on the deck with legs or heads cut 
off.’’ 

Pruch said he was cut off by flames 
when he went into the bow to try 
to help some of the injured. He found 
@ rope and slid down it to the dock. 
“I thought about the poor fellows still 
back there in the Mantilla with the 
fire coming toward them,” he said. 
“There wasn’t anything anybody could 
do for them.” 


Women Flock to Scene. 

Women flocked in scores from the 
town of Sparrows Point and the East- 
ern section of Baltimore to the Beth- 
lehem plant when news of the explo- 
sion spread. They stood in weeping 
groups behind police lines as sheeted 
forms were carried from the hulk and 
rushed to hospitals; the confusion was 
such that most of them were unable 
to learn the fate of their relatives. No 
identification of the dead had yet been 
possible. 
The Mantilla was being overhauled 
preparatory to sailing Monday for Tam- 
pico in the service of the Mexican 
Petroleum Co. 
Chester Rosten, father of six child- 
ren walked the streets for four months 
attempting to find work. Today a con- 
tractor engaged in repair work on the 
Mantilla hired him and two hours 
later, on the deck of the Mantilla, Ros- 
ten was caught in a belch of flame 
when the tank exploded. Hospital phy- 
sicians said he probably would die. 
The Mantilla is owned by W. Wil- 
helmson, of Ponsberg, Norway, and 
commanded by Nils Danielsen. 
Gas, generated from oll, left in the 
central storage tank when the vessel 
was unloaded, was unofficially stated as 
a possible cause of the explosion. 
Firemen said there would be danger 
of a second explosion from other tanks 
during the next 24 hours. 
Capt. Danielsen was. on his way to 
the vessel from the dock office when 
the explosion occurred, and an oiler 
shouted to him, “It’s your boat, Cap!” 
“We both raced down there,” the 
captain said, “and there she lay, all 
blown apart and fire eating up the 
leavings.

MAN NOT YET FOUND 
FOR RUDOLPH POaT, 
COOLIDGE INDICATES 


None So Far Suggested for 
Commissioner Considered 
to Be Available. 


SEARCH FOR SUITABLE 
SUCCESSOR CONTINUED 
Three Recommended by Gen. 
Pershing’s Group Among 
-Those Eliminated. 


None of those publicly suggested to 
succeed District_Commissioner Rudolph 
has been found available, it was indi- 
cated at the White House yesterday. 

The official spokesman made known 


that developments in.the President’s 
search for a suitable man had been 
“largely negative.” Thus far it has 
been mostly a business of eliminating 
one name after another, it was said. 

Many of those whose names have 
been suggested publicly or discussed 
have written the President expressing 
their appreciation of the mention of 
their names, but saying they could un- 
der no circumstances accept the office, 
it was said, while others have been 
found unavailable because of ineligibil- 
ity or other reasons. 

Callers at the White House left with 
the impression that of the long list of 
names submitted to the President he 
has not found Rudolph’'s successor and 
that when he is found he will be one 
whose name has not yet been placed 
before the President. 


Committee Names Eliminated. 


This impression embraced the elim- 
ination of the three candidates re- 
cently recommended by the committee 
headed by Gen. Pershing, and whose 
visit to the White House was greeted 
with mixed and reserved expressions 
from the organized citizens’ ranks. 

One of the three, C. A. Aspinwall, 
publicly eliminated himself. 

The impression was gained, too, that 
those about whom campaigns have cen- 
tered, notably Jesse C. Suter, and one 
or two bankers, should be dropped from 
discussion of the possible appointee as 
futile. 

Influences against Suter, it is point- 
ed out, are that despite his aggressive 
and effective administration as presi- 
dent of the Federation of Citizens’ As- 
sociations, he has not anything like the 
solid backing of that organization, as 
evidenced by his recent defeat for the 
presidency, and by the fact he incurred 
the enmity last winter of seyeral mem- 
bers of the Senate District committee, 
which will have the confirmation of 
the President’s appointee. 


Prejudiced Against Booms. 


‘Indications of the past and pres- 
ent commissioner vacancies are that 
the White House is prejudiced against 
booms. President Coolidge has had two 
such appointments to make and in 
neither, instance has the appointee’s 
name appeared in the public discussion 
beforenand. 

Concerning Suter’s candidacy there 
is a persistent belief, without anything 
tangible on which to base it, that the 
President may wait until Congress con- 
venes and then reward his long and 
tireless civic efforts by sending his 
name to the Senate. Then if he failed 
of confirmation he would suffer no in- 
convenience. 

But if the President should have 
something of this sort in mind he cer- 
tainly has given no indication of it.

Resorting to gas and poison, two 
Washington women ended their Hyves 
yesterday morning.

STILL TO RULE COLONY | 
DESPITE GIRL’S CHARGE | 
Predicted the Accusations 23 | 
Years Ago, His Lawyer, a 
Follower Asserts. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., Nov. 19 (By 
A. P.)—When Bessie Woodworth takes 
the stand in court at the trial of King 
Benjamin Purnell, her story of what 
happened to young girls in the House 
of David colony here will “rock the 
country,” Prosecutor George H. Brook- 
walter said tonight. 

Marshaling of the combined legal] 
forces of State and ccunty already has 
begun. Bookwalter said he will insist 
that the trial of the “king” be held 
during the February term of circuit 
court, which is the earliest possible 
time. Bookwalter added that he would 
“fight to the last ditch” any effort by 
House of David counsel to save Benja- 
min from trial, because of the state of 
his health. The “king” had to be car- 
ried into court yesterday when he was 
rearrested on a new charge. 

“Benjamin, in my opinion, is posing,” 
said the prosecutor. .“‘He is a consu- 
mate actor, and he isn't half as sick as 
the colony leaders make out.” 


Girls Were “Married Off.” 


Contrary to expectations, Purnell will 
not’ be brought to trial on the charges 
filed nearly four years ago by the Bam- 
ford sisters and which were the basis of 
® world-wide search for the cult head 
and the posting of rewards totaling 
84,000 for his capture. Instead, the 
“king’s” chief accuser will be Bessie 
Woodworth, young wife of a Benton 
Harbor musician, to whom she was 
married, according to her story, at the 
order of Purnell while the girl and 
Woodworth were members of the col- 
ony. It was a usual thing, Mrs. Wood- 
worth said, for the “brother of the 
Saviour,” as Purnell described himself, 
to “marry off” young girls after they 
had submitted to the “blood-purifying 
rites’’ which the State charges were but 
a cloak for his alleged illegal relations 
with them. 

The Bamford sisters, both married 
and now out of the colony, told similar 
stories of the “rites’’ to which they 
said they and other young girls were 
forced to submit.

Purnell still reigns as king at the 
House of David. 

The indictments will not diminish 
the spiritual significance of his rule, 
says his attorney and devoted follower, 
BH. T. Dewhirst. 

“Benjamin is the seventh messen- 
ger, and he alone can bring the mes- 
sage to the ingathering of the Israel- 
ites,” Dewhirst insists. ‘“‘His persecu- 
tion was foreordained. As far back as 
1903 Benjamin himself predicted he 
would be wrongfully accused by

MAYOR'S HOME BOMBED 
IN ILLINOIS GANG WAR 


West City Official, Termed 
Supporter of Sheltons, 
Escapes Injury. 


SHOTS FIRED AS DECOY 


West City, Tll., Nov. 19 (By A. P.).— 
The home of Mayor Joe Adams here 
was a target in the Shelton-Birger 
gang warfare again today when a bomb 
was thrown from a swiftly moving au- 
tomobile and exploded in the front 
yard a few feet from. the house. 

The glass in virtually all the win- 
dows was shattered and the front porch 
was damaged. Mayor Adams, who with 
his wife and brother, Gus, were sleep- 
ing in the rear of the house, escaped 
injury. 

The blast was heard in Benton, 3 
miles away. The bomb apparently con- 
tained dynamite and nitroglycerine. 
Mayor Adams, who has been a sup- 
porter of the Shelton gang, said four 
shots were fired in front of the house 
just before the bomb was thrown. He 
believed this was intended as a decoy 
and did not show himself. 

Four deputy sheriffs had been guard- 
ing the house, but had left shortly be- 
fore the explosion to get some coffee. 
Just a week ago the house of Gus 
Adams, two doors from his brother, 
was bombarded with bullets and a few 
hours later Carl and Bernie Shelton, 
gang leaders, were arrested near the 
scene on a charge of robbing a mail 
messenger at Collinsville, Ill., of 815,000 
on January 27, 1925. Earl Shelton, an- 
other brother, was arrested last night 
at East St. Louis and arrangements 
were made today to take him to Spring- 
field for trial.

Cruise to Start in Few Days. 
Each Airship Carries a 
Small Still. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov, 19 (By A. P.).— 
Two seaplanes built at Philadelphia for 
the proposed nonstop trip from Nor- 
folk to Panama completed a ten-hour 
test flight at 4:15 o’clock this afternoon 
and a few minutes later landed at the 
Hampton Roads Naval Air station. The 
planes left Philadelphia early today, ar- 
rived at the air station here at 10:55 
o’clock and flew in great circles about 
lower Chesapeake bay until the expira- 
tion of the time they were scheduled 
to remain in the air. 


Piloted by Lieut. Comdr. H. T. Bart- 
lett and Lieut. Lawrence W. Curtin, 
the two PN-10 planes technically ar- 
rived at the Hampton Roads Naval Air 
station 3. hours and 40 minutes out 
from the Philadelphia naval aircraft 
factory, where they were constructed. 


Navy’s Newest Airships.

Paris, Nov. 19 (By A. P.).—The pres- 
ent skyrocketing of the franc is hitting 
French industry hard, and the govern- 


ment has been trying to steady the ex- 
change market without much success. 

A sharp decline in the volume of re- 
tail trade in Paris, reduction of the 
working force in certain industries and 
the increased embarrassment of per- 
sons who are long on stocks of coun- 
tries having a high exchange are the 
first concrete evidences of the harm 
done by the recent improvement of the 
franc beyond a point which is regarded 
as its real value. 

The French government believes that 
the advance is artificial and speculative 
and, for the sake of French industry, 
would not be averse to seeing the franc 
slide down to somewhere between 31 
and 34 to the dollar, which is about 
what it is felt actually to be its*present 
value. The closing price on the bourse 
today was 28.27 to the dollar. 


Speculative Wave Blamed. 


The government in its effort to steady 
the exchange market by taking large 
sums of dollars and pounds offered has 
failed to make headway against the 
big speculative wave which for the mo- 
ment controls the situation.

Second Patrolman, Wounded,

Chicago, Nov. 19 (By A. P.).—The 
body of George Martini, a former con- 


vict sought for a year as an arch ter- 
rorist in labor strife, was found last 
night slumped over the wheel of an 
automobile in a West Side alley. 

He had been shot through the head. 
Apparently he had been overtaken by 
gang vengeance as the first victim of a 
recent renewal of warfare among labor 
factions, blamed for a series of bomb- 
ings.

an increase in the authorized enlisted 
strength of the army of 403 second lieu- 
tenants and 6,240 men. The announced 
policy of the depertment is to trans- 
fer officers and men from. other 
branches to fill the air corps, and it 
is believed that no increase over the 
present recognized strength of the 
army is contemplated though atthor- 
ized by the new law. 


Navy’s Strength Curtailed. 


‘ The estimates for the navy, showing 
a decrease from currént appropriations, 
have forced adoption of serious curtail- 
ment of the existing strength afloat. 
The most serious effect will be felt from 
the budget acti-n in providing for only 
80.175 oniissan men as against its 
recommendation for 83,000 for the cur- 
rent year. In view of the fact that 
the work of modernizing the six older 
battleships will be completed this year, 
three having been out of commission 
for six months and the other three now 
going into the yards for the next six 
months, next year crews will be needed 
for three additional battleships. Further- 
more the two new aircraft carriers go 
into service next spring and men must 
be provided to man them. 

Confronting this emergency the Navy 
Department has decided on the ex- 
pedient, provided Congress does not 
overrule the butiget and provide the 
86,000 men needed, to place out of 
commission five of the six older battle- 
ships of the scouting fleet, leaving one 
to serve as flagship for the naval forces 
in the Atlantic. 


For New Plane Construction. 

In both services aviation, in view of 
the curtailment of the total estimates, 
has fared fairly well. Funds available 
for the air corps will provide for carry- 
ing in a large measure new plane con- 
struction provided by the air program 
for the second year, but the increase in 
funds does not carry out to a great ex- 
tent the material development and 
other phases of the program. Naval 
aeronautics receives: a reduction of 
something like $1,500,000, but it is 
estimated that about three-fourths of 
the planes scheduled for construction 
the second year can be built owing to 
the standardization of types and quan- 
tity buying now in effect. 

The marine corps faces a curtailment 
of funds and a subsequen reduction of 
possibly 1,000 men. Reserves are well 
provided for in both services. 

Hearings on the naval appropriations 
began on November 17 before the sub- 
committee on naval appropriations be- 
hind closed doors, and strict secrecy 
that has marked the entire proceedings 
so far will be maintained until the 
opening of Congress and the transmis- 
sion of the budget estimates.

BORAH AND SCHALL IN LINE 


A movement already underfoot to 
bring Senator Frazier, of North Dakota, 
back into the regular Republican fold 
may result also in an effort to get Sen- 
ator Shipstead, of Minnesota, it was in- 
dicated yesterday. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, assistant 
majority leader, back at his office, said 
he not only was in favor of taking 
Frazier back, but also of inviting Sen- 
ator Shipstead to join the party, now 
that the Farmer-Laborites have dis- 
solved. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, in a letter 
to Senator Watson first suggested Sen- 
ator Frazier should be taken back and 
the way has been paved to restore his 
former committee assignment.

Shipstead 
undoubtedly would seek reelection as a 
Republican, Watson said, inasmuch as 
his party no longer is in existence.

There has been no indication of a 
change in the sentiment of the House 
Republicans toward its insurgents who 
were read out of the party along with 
the group of senators, now all dead ex- 
cept Frazier.

Sees American Death. 


The United States has been request- 
ed by the Nicaraguan revolutionary 
committee in Mexico City, composed of 
exiled Nicaraguans who opposed the 
former Chamorro and are hostile to the 
present Diaz regimes, to cease “ob- 
structing the expression of popular will 
in Nicaragua.’’

TWO ARRESTS N VERMONT 


Newport, Vt., Nov. 19 (By A. P.).—

John Adab, one of two men captured 
in an automobile near Rutland on Wed- 
nesday, when another automobile es- 
caped, was an employe of this ring 
which- operates under the name of the 
Quebec Land and Improvement Co., In- 
spector Ford stated. Adab, with 
man giving the name of Sada, was held 
here tonight for arraignment before the 
United States commissioner tomorrow. 

Inspector Ford declared that the 
Montreal company advertised abroad 
the possibilities of America and told 
prespective clients that an unguarded 
3,000-mile boundary separated Canada 
from the United States. The aliens, 
who were mostly Czechoslovakian and 
Jewish nationals, were landed in 
Canada and kept there a month or two 
before the attempt was made to smug- 
gle them over the line.

MRS. MANTON AGAIN

The strength given to the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment by the American government, aug- 
mented by a little assistance from American 
naval vessels, will soon put an end to the com- 
munist intrigues in Nicaragua unless the Mex- 
ican government itself is at the bottom of the 
movement. The sooner the facts are demon- 
strated the better for all concerned, including 
the Calles government. If it is alive to its 
duty it will heartily cooperate with the United 
States and Nicaragua in suppressing conspira- 
tors operating from a Mexican base. 


GROWING FEDERAL POWER. 


Before the New York Chamber of Commerce 
Senator Bingham, of Connecticut, deplored the 
growing Federal power over purely State mat- 
ters. He was discussing the proposition to fed- 
eralize education. He held that the growth of 


Federal power tends to change the fundamental 
relations on which the government is based. 
Centralization destroys personal responsibility, 
self-respect, and character. It dwarfs moral 
and spiritual growth, and citizens soon forget 
- to exercise the vigilance that safeguards liberty. 
If success crowns these efforts to make the 
Federal government responsible for the social 
welfare, the result will be a protecting paternal- 
ism, which is an atrophy of self-government. It 
is the supreme necessity for correcting social 
evils, says Senator Bingham, which arouses in- 
different citizens to exercise their powers as 
members of the body politic. 
Federalization leads to autocracy and despot- 
ism. It multiplies Federa) bureaus, and helps 
create a bureaucratic government. Federaliza- 
tion adds to the burdens and responsibilities of 
Congress and the executive. In the face of the 
many and varied subjects before Congress, it is 
‘certainly unwise to impose responsibilities upon 
the members which should rest upon the 
States. The executive, also, is burdened with 
too many duties and responsibilities. With a 
score or more of independent commissions and 
bureaus in operation, many overlapping others 
in duties, the President is harassed by the task 
of settling disputes and determining policies 
to be pursued. . 
The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
giving the President exclusive power of re- 
moval of officials appointed by him, together 
with the responsibility of supervising more Fed- 
eral commissions and their personnel and ac- 
tivities, will greatly increase the burdens of the 
executive office. The limit of physical enduy- 
ance has been reached. ; 
If Americans wish to preserve their liberties 
they must maintain local and State governmen- 
‘ ig tal powers. A bureaucracy at Washington is 
Rot self-government, but the dental of it. Sen- 
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ator Bingham is doing good public service in 


calling attention to the danger of greater feder- 
alization. 


WHISKY FOR MEDICINE. 


It was to be expected that the Antisaloon 
league would not share the view of Gen. 


Andrews, in charge of prohibition enforce- 


ment, that the supply of medicinal liquor has 
reached such a low ebb that authority should 
be given certain selected distilleries to make 


a supply to provide against future require- 
ments. The constitutional amendment and 
the Volstead act are aimed against the use of 
liquors as a beverage. Use for medicinal and 
industrial purposes is lawful. Apparently the 
duly constituted authorities charged with the 
responsibility of administering the law are to 
be placed under the self-appointed supervision 
of the Antisaloon league. At a conference of 
officials of this organization in Washington a 
few days ago this was the subject of a pro- 
tracted discussion. Finally it was referred to 
a special committee with instructions to de- 
termine the league’s attitude upon legislation 
designed to carry out the recommendations of 
the Treasury. 

Treasury. officials announce that the supply 
of good, pure whisky, old enough to be valu- 
able for medicinal use, is running so low that 
it should be replenished. At present there 
exists only about 15,000,000 gallons avail- 
able for this purpose. 
whisky issued upon doctors’ prescriptions 
amounts to about 2,000,000 gallons a year. 
It requires six or seven years to properly ‘‘age’”’ 
this distilled product before it can be safely 
prescribed and used as a medicine. Gen. 
Andrews contends that unless manufacture is 
permitted at once the present supply will be 
completely exhausted before that needed in 
the future can be produced and matured. 
Secretary Mellon will ask Congress to grant 
this authority. 

The indications point to opposition to this 
recommendation, organized and backed by the 
Antisaloon league. If the league confines its 
activities on the liquor question to enforce- 
ment of the constitutional amendment alone 
and the suppression of the proscribed use of 
liquor as a beverage it will be in a much 
stronger position before the country than if 
it attempts to interdict something that is not 


prohibited either by the Constitution or the | 


laws. Physicians may differ as to the théra- 
peutic value of whisky, but the amount an- 
nually consumed upon the advice of doctors 
seems not to warrant the layman in challeng- 
ing its medicinal qualities. This is a question 
that ought to be decided without precipitating 
the ever-present conflict between the ‘‘wets’’ 
and the “drys.” Will the extremists be con- 
tent to let the opportunity pass to put Con- 
gress ‘‘on record?” In their eyes there is no 
differentiation between whisky used to save 
human life or relieve suffering and that which 
is consumed in violation of the Constitution 
and the law. 


IN HONOR OF CUNO RUDOLPH. 


It is likely that the greatest dinner ever 
given in Washington as a testimonial to a 
faithful public servant will be that for which 
final arrangements were perfected yesterday. 
The dinner will be at the New Willard on the 
evening of Friday, December 17, and the guest 
of honor will be Cuno H. Rudolph, soon to re- 
tire from office as president of the board of 
commissioners of the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Rudolph has served the community as 
commissioner under four Presidents. No more 
loyal or efficient service was ever rendered to @ 
municipality than that which the retiring com- 
missioner has rendered to Washington. It is 
only fitting that his fellow residents should 
express their appreciation of his work. 


BUYING ON TIME, - . 


An economist of good repute announces that 
he has discovered the actual figures involved in 
installment buying. The annual national in- 
come is estimated at $70,000,000,000. The to- 
tal purchases of merchandise on the installment 
plan, he says, is about $6,179,000,000; and of 
real estate about $1,575,000,000, or a total of 
about $7,754,000,000, representing 11 per cent 
of the total national income. The total debt 
owing on these installment purchases averages 
about $2,638,000,000, less than 4 per cent of 
the national income. 3 

Examination shows that the total sales of au- 
tomobiles on the installment plan is about $3,- 
446,000,000, of which amount about $1,938,- 
000,000 is regularly outstanding in deferred 
payments. 

It is asserted that installment buying has in- 
creased only 8 per cent since 1923, while 
savings deposits in banks and trust companies 
have increased 17 per cent. : 

Experience shows that a very small number 
of installment buyers default on their pay- 
ments, and that the plan has enabled millions 
to buy and furnish homes who otherwise would 
still be paying rent. The struggle to*pay for a 
home is a great incentive to thrift and saving. 
An automobile is now more often a necessity 
than a luxury. 

The credit plan of buying, through building 
and loan associations, has been in operation a 
long time and has proved its value. The figures 
given by the ecomtemist show that the amount 
of credit involved in installment buying for all 
purposes is a small percentage of the total na- 
tional income. So long as this income con- 
tinues, the installment system is solid. 


ARMY PROMOTIONS. ” 


The controversial matter of army promotions 
is about to come before Congress again. At 
the last session it was ordered that a report 
on the army promotion system be prepared, for 
which the War Department formed a special 
committee. The study has recently been com- 
pleted and approved by the general staff, and 
day before yesterday was gone over carefully 
by Secretary Davis and Representative Frank 
James, of Michigan, acting chairman of the 
House military affairs committee. 

None of the proposals of the committee have 
been made public, but it is known that radical 
changes in the existing regulations are con- 
templated. Among other things it is believed 
that the new regulations will make it manda- 
tory for an officer above tlie grade of lieutenant 
colonel to qualify for promotion to a higher 
grade within a specified time limit, on penalty 
of being transferred to the reserve. 
more, all officers in.the active service would 
be required to keep themselves in a condition 
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| of physical fitness at all times. This 
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alone, it is-said, would weed out immediately. 


300 to 400 Officers who are at present re- 
ceiving full pay. ‘ 

The only interest the public will have in the 
new legislation is that it should produce more 
efficient officers. Too often in the past the 
army promotion system has permitted the in- 
dividual to stagnate and grow rusty. If, how- 
ever, he can be forced to demonstrate his right 
to promotion under penalty of transfer if he 
does not become a more able officer’ within 
a specified time, there will be much more ten- 
dency to study and improve. 

The promotion system in the army has been 
revised several times. Each revision has been 
an improvement over the preceding plan. It 
is to be hoped that the new scheme will set- 
tle this matter once and for all, to the satis- 
factian. of the army personnel, the War De- 
partment, and the public. 


FILMS IN SCHOOL. 


In the schools of Rochester, Springfield, New 
ton, New York, Atlanta, Winston-Salem, Kan- 
sas City, Detroit, Chicago, Denver, Los Angeles 
and San Diego, there will be started shortly an 
extensive two-year experiment in which a mov- 
ing picture caniera will be used in place of text- 
books in the study of geography, health, and 
general science. Twenty films are being made, 
and the remaining 30 will be ready for use 
at the beginning of the school term of 1927. 
None of them are designed for entertainment 
purposes nor are they to be shown in the gen- 
eral assemblies of the schools, but they are be- 
ing built step by step to meet the requirements 
of intellectual development of school pupils in 
classroom work from the fourth grade up. 

It should not take long for the moving pic- 
ture to prove its value in this connection. Text- 
books always have been considered dull, unin- 
teresting reading by the majority of pupils. 
There is much to justify this opinion, for the 
difficulties of presenting purely academic ma- 
terial in interesting form are almost insur- 
mountably great. 

The moving picture will not have this hurdle 
to jump. Before all else, the movie is alive, 
and gives life to any subject with which it con- 
cerns itself. These classroom films may not be 
as exciting as the reels shown at the neighbor- 
hood theater, but they will be able to bring the 
text to the classroom in a clear, comprehensive 
and impressive manner. 

The experiment will be watched eagerly by 
educators throughout the country. Fortunately 
the tests will be carried on over a period suffi- 
ciently long to enable an actual conclusion to be 
reached as to their value. If successful they 
will prove an important development in the 
science of teaching. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Before Congress adjourned last July a ten- 
tative agreement was reached whereby the 
river and harbor bill is to be taken up for 
final consideration in the Senate on December 
15. The principal reason for postponing con- 
sideration in the House until near the close of 


the last session was the desire of the chairman,” 


Mr. Dempsey, that the report of the engineers 
on his pet project, the so-called ‘‘All-American’”’ 
ship canal through the State of New York, 
should first be received. 

That report when it reached the House 
gaye a black eye to the New York scheme for 
direct connection between the lakes and the 
sea by meafs of a water route for ocean-going 
craft. Since the original report was made an- 
other has been published through the War 
Department, which is even more emphatic in 
opposition to the “‘All-American’’ ship canal. 

While the hopes of Mr. Dempsey and his 
colleagues that Congress will take over and 
deepen the barge canal are not likely to be 
revived through congressional action during 
the coming session, and while that particular 
snag in the channel of the passage of the 
river and harbor bill may therefore be con- 
sidered as eliminated, there is still a very 
formidable obstacle in the way. A dispatch 
from Buffalo announces that the Great Lakes 
Harbors Association of the United States and 
Canada went on record at its meeting there 
on Wednesday as firnily opposed to action on 
the bill unless it is amended to eliminate all 
reference to the Illinois river and Chicago 
drainage project. 

The whole lake region, Canadian and Ameri- 
can, is up in arms against any plan which will 
permit further diversion of the waters of the 
lakes through the Chicago drainage works, and 
the result of the determination of the associa- 
tion to oppose the passage of the bill in the 
Senate, so long as it carries even a suggestion 
of increasing the flow of water through the 
Chicago sewer, may bring about the defeat of 
the measure. 


INOCULATING, DOGS. 


The number of deaths from rabies through- 
out the United States average about 100 annu- 
ally. This disease is almost invariably inflicted 
upon human beings from the bites of dogs af- 
flicted with hydrophobia. 

Some municipalities have endeavored to meet 
the situation by means of inoculating the entire 
canine population in such a way as to make the 
dogs immune to the disease. These attempts 
have met with variable results, but on the 
whole have not proved entirely satisfactory. 
While there has been no general movement in 
Washington to inoculate the dog population, 
many owners have submitted their pets to vet- 
erinarians in the hope that their particular dog- 
gies might be saved from the bad effects of an 
encounter with one of the tribe afflicted with 
the frothy-mouth disease. 

Now comes the information that Dr. Harris, 
health commissioner of Manhattan, is preparing 
to try wholesale inoculation upon the dog popu- 
lation of his bailiwick. He will. call a confer- 
ence of physicians and veterinarians for the 
purpose of devising ways and means for carry- 
ing out his plans. — 

The immediate cause of this determination 
on the part of Dr. Harris is the death from 
rabies of a small boy who was bitten last Aug- 
ust and died two weeks ago. That the disease 
is gaining headway in the metropolitan district 
seems to be indicated by the fact that in an ex- 
amination of 395°dogs during the first six 
months of this year, 200 cases of rabies were 
discovered. During the same period in 1925, 
when the health authorities examined 152 ani- 
mals, only 25 reacted to the test.

tion, a speech dealing with the pro- 
posal to create a State railroad com- 
mission. 

Mr. McKenna, a Republican, ran for 
the national House of Representatives 
three times before he was elected. He 
won by an overwhelming majority in 
1884 and took his seat the following 
year. He remained in Congress until 
1891, being the only man from across 
the great divide who was a member 
of the ways and means committee. In 
that committee, he had to deal with 
important tariff legislation and was 
closely associated with Representative 
McKinley, later President of the United 
States. 

In February, 1892, Mr. McKenna was 
appointed by President Harrison to be 
United States judge of the Ninth or 
Pacific coast circuit, a post he held 
until March, 1897, when he entered 
the cabinet of President McKinley as 
Attorney General. He was married in 
San Francisco June 10, 1869, to Miss 
Amanda Borneman, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. F. G. Borneman, of that 
city. bs 


FRIES DISAVOWS USING 
LEGION IN FLURY ATTACK 


Statement Made at Closed 
Meeting of National Press 
Club Post. 


GENERAL NOT REBUKED 


Maj. Gen. Amos A. Fries, chief of the 
chemical warfare service of the army 


and commander of the local department 
of the American Legion, last night dis- 
avowed any intention of acting in be- 
half of the legion in his attack on 
Henry Flury, biology teacher at Eastern 
High school. Yhe disavowal was made 
at a meeting of the National Press Club 
post of the American Legion, of which 
he is a member. The post decided not 
to take any action in the controversy. 

In his first letter to Superintendent 
of Schools Ballou protesting aggénst @ 
definition of socialism that Flury hac 
contributed to a magazine, Gen. Fries 
used American Legion stationery anda 
said in part: 

“It is for that reason that as com- 
mander of the American Legion for 
the department of the District of Co- 
lumb I object most strenuously to 
the ideas put forth in the Forum by 
Mr. Flury and against anyone’ being 
kept in the schools of the District of 
Columbia who says in effect that work- 
men in America are slaves * * *.” 

The legion post of the National Press 
club held its meeting last night behind 
closed doors. It had been rumored that 
the post would adopt a resolution re- 
buking Gen. Fries, and there are known 
to have been members who were in 
favor of such a resolution. Gen. Fries 
appeared before the meeting at the 
end of which the post -issued the fol- 
jowing statement: 

“The National Press Club post of the 
American Legion at its regular meeting. 
November 19, 1926, took no action ex- 
pressing an opinion as to the merits 
of the issue raised ky recent cwlre- 
spondence between M2j. Gen. Amos A. 
Fries, department commancer cf the 
legion, a member of the National Press 
Club post, and officials of the school 
system of the District of Columbia. 

“Gen. Fries stated at the ineeting 
that he had no intention of mnking any 
demand on behalf of the legion that 
Mr. Henry Flury be removed from his 
present position in the schools of Wash- 
ngton,”

the $90,000,000 which the government 
has made available in the form of 
Federal aid for the construction of 
good roads. 

The President feels that a generous 
reduction in the tax upon automobiles 
already has been made and that even- 
tually the time may come when it will 
be found practicable to make a fur- 
ther cut in this form of taxation. It has 
however, always been the chief execu- 
tive’5s view that since automobilists 
benefited particularly through the con- 
struction of good roads they ought to 
be willing to help provide the money 
expended for such purposes and that 
this policy had been indorsed by the 
automobile associations. 

It was also made clear for the Presi- 
dent yesterday that there has been no 
difference of opinion but merely a dif- 
ference in terms between the White 
House and Secretary Mellon. The Trea- 
sury head, it was disclosed, talked over 
the matter of a tax return with the 
President before any announcement 
was made and brought the official 
Treasury statement to the White House 
before it was, issued. 

There has n, it was learned, con- 
siderable pressure on the part of mem- 
bers of Congress returning to Wash- 
ington for the expenditure of public 
funds, Many of the members just 
back from their constituencies have 
presented various plans to the Presi- 
dent that would create an additional

|Band of Veteran March King 


Wins Ovations From Home- 
Town Crowds. 


NEW SELECTIONS PLEASE 


John Philip Sousa, veteran march 
king and composer and native Wash- 
ingtonfan, was accorded two ovations 
yesterday when he gave a matinee per- 
formance and one at night with his 
splendid band at the auditorium. The 
afternoon performance was primarily 
for school children, who were admitted 
at special rates, and the applause from 
them was hearty and long 

The audience, which ‘aabiiiees many 
officials and diplomats, greeted the 
bandmaster when he ascended the 
rostrum at night. of the features 
of both performances was the playing 
of the latest Sousa march, “The Grid- 
iron Club,” dedicated to the club of 
that name. The new march has the 
Sousa verve and magnetic quality 
about it and should prove popular. A 
humoresque sketch, “The Wets and 
Drys,” brought a number of laughs 
when the audience recognized famous 
drinking songs of the past now slightly 
obsolete under Volstead rule. 

A new song by Sousa, “Orossing the 
Bar,” to Tennyson’s immortal words 
was favorably received at the afternoon 
performance. “The Washington Post 
March” was the first encore number 
used by Sousa at the matinee. The 
composer was generous with encores, 
using his well-known marches. The 
greatest applause was given to “The 
Stars and Stripes Forever.” 

Lieut. Comdr. Sousa again demon- 
strated the art of getting. symphonic 
effects from a brass band, notably in 
the ballad, “Tam O’Shanter” (Chad- 
wick), in the afternoon and in the sym- 
atone poem, “Le Voyvode” (Tschai- 
owsky), at the night performance. 

Two vocal solos, “Crossing the Bar’ 
and “On the Beautiful Blue Danube,” 
gave the beautiful voice of Miss Mar- 
jorie Moody an opportunity to be heard 
in concerts. Miss Moody’s soprano is 
rich in lyric quality, ample in tone 
and volume and capable of singing 
against a.band when necessary. The 
cornet soloist, John Dolan, was effec- 
tive in his selections, and Howard Goul- 
den gave xylophone solos. Altogether 
it was a satisfying Sousa day.

MOVE MADE TOWARD 


ENGINEERING CHANGES 


Society Urges Revision of} 


College Curriculum and 
Increase in Salaries. 


Recommendations looking to the 
improvement of teaching methods in 
engineering which are expected to 
have a great influence on future engi- 
neering education were adopted by 
the Society for the Promotion of En- 
gineering Education at the close of 
its two-day meeting yesterday in the 
Academy of Sciences building. 

A report based on an extensive re- 
search of three years recommended 
sweeping changes in present methods. 
It was first recommended that the 
curriculum be revised, that the 
“gifted student” be given greater lati- 
tude during the last two years of the 
course, that the student be required 
to have attained superior marks in 
the subjects of mathematics, science 
and English: 

It was recommended that the more 
promising students be encouraged to 
become teachers, and that steps be 
taken to increase salaries. The report 
was presented by Charles F. Scott, of 
Yale university; W. E. Wickenden, of 
New York, and H. P. Hammond, of 
the Brooklyn Polytechnic institute. 
M. 8S. Ketchum, of the University of 
Illinois, presided at the meeting. The 
society, it is said, represents 125 of 
the 150 engineering colleges of the 
country. Committees will be appoint- 
ed in each college to study the re- 
port. The society will hold another 
meeting next June to consider what 
applications have been made.

UPPOSE that, playing a game of 
S Auction Bridge, you bid No 
Trump; the other three players 
all passed; the adversary on your left 
led the Queen of Spades; and your 
partner laid down the following 
Dummy:

How would you plan to play the 
hand if your own cards were:

Jack. Clubs: King-9-8-2? 

Before you read what follows, plan 
your method of playing this hand. 
Place actual cards on the table to rep- 
resent your Closed Hand ‘and the 
Dummy; unless you are so skillful that 
you can keep the cards visualized and 
work out the problem without actually 
seeing them. Do this before reading 
further; it will make the hand more 
interesting and possibly more instruc- 
tive for you. If you are a good player 
you should be able to plan all that 
follows before you read it. 

Before playing to trick 2, you will 
see that you desire to lead the Hearts 
from Dummy, and also wish to lead 
Diamonds twice from Dummy. If 
either suit be led originally from 
Closed Hand, the adverse King will 
win. To put Dummy in the lead you 
have two obvious entries—the Ace and 
fQueen of Clubs—but you need one 
more; three in all. Unless there be 
four Clubs in one adverse hand which 
is not probable, it is easy to obtain 
the extra entry by first leading the 
Nine or Eight of Clubs, not the Deuce 


—say the Nine—and winning in Dum- 
my with either the Ace or Queen. Then 
lead the Jack of Hearts and if the 
King do not cover, play the Ten from 
the Closed Hand. The play of the 
Ten instead of the Eight is important 
so as to be able to again duck under a 


lead from the Dummy if the Jack win; 


and the lead of the Jack, not a small 
Heart, is similarly important because 
you desire to keep the Heart lead in 
Dummy. If the adversary on your right 
have the King and three little Hearts, 
he would play low on the first Heart 
and when he again played low on the 
Nine, you would again underplay; this 
time with the Eight. A third lead of 
Hearts from Dummy would ensure four 
Heart tricks. Now lead the Eight, not 
the Deuce of Clubs and win in Dum- 
my; lead a Diamond and finesse. If 
the finesse .win (the King of Dia- 
monds being in the Second Hand), you 
then lead the King of Clubs, and on 
the fourth found of Clubs win for the 
third time in Dummy. By leading the 
Nine and Eight of Clubs before the 
Deuce, you have made an additional 
egtry in Dummy. The second lead of 
Diamonds from Dummy would give you 
a Grand Slam. Of course these plans 
would not work if either adverse King 
were on the wrong side or if either ad- 
versary held four Clubs. But you have 
everything to gain and nothing to lose 
by trying for the maximum. 

After looking over the play of this 
hand I am sure you will realize that 
the pointer for today is:

POWDERS BETTER THAN 
GREASE FOR BABIES. 


HOULD a baby be dusted or 
S greased? To decide this im- 

portant question Dr. Emelyn 
Coolidge read what was written in 
ten textbooks. 
47 professors. Finally she sent out 
4,000 letters of inquiry—1,000 to 
baby specialists and 1,000 to gen- 
eral practitioners of medicine, 1,000 
to hospitals and 1,000 to nurses. 
Naturally, she got a fine assortment 
of opinions. 

Classifying them and analyzing 
them, she found the bulk of opinion 
to favor dusting powders rather 
than greases and ointment for nor- 
mal babies over 10 days of age. 

The best powder was one that 
was bland and smooth, stuck well, 
absorbed well, did not choke the 
pores of the skin, did not contain 
grit, nor scent, nor impurities, nor 
poisons. Scented powders were ob- 
jected to because they’ covered up 
odors that.should either be washed 
away or left as guides. Grit was 
objected to because it irritated.

Starch powders were objected to 
because starch granules got into the 
pores and then swelled. Lead, arse- 
nic and other poisons were objected 
to because they are poisonous. 

The tendency was to prefer a 
stearate of zine powder, but the un- 
safe cans in which much of the 
stearate powders were marked has 
caused physicians and hospitals to 
try to avoid them. Two hundred 
and twenty-nine accidents due to 
serious smothering with zinc pow- 
ders were gathered. The safe can 
now being used should bring this 
powder back into its own. 

A large number preferred tal- 
cum powders. There are many 
kinds of talc and some are very 
gritty. In getting a talcum pow- 
der, care should be taken to see 
that it contains no grit. Borated 
talcum is a good powder, provided 
it is free from grit. The particles 
must be very fine for a borated 
talcum powder to be approved of. 
The hospitals were generally found 
to prefer talcum powders. How- 
ever, investigation shows that hos- 
pitals are very careless in buying 
powders. They do not investigate 
them as to grit, size of granules, 
mica, lead, arsenic or lime, as a 
rule. 

The objections to greases were 
that they soil the clothes, they stop 
up the skin and they are likely to 
accumulate in folds and become 
rancid. Greases are used on young 
babies, especially newborn babies. 
They are also used in various skin 
diseases. Ointments are not used 
except where there is some skin 
trouble. 

For ordinary uses powders not 
only are preferred, but they should 
be. They are cleaner, more sooth- 
ing, less likely to do harm and 
more likely to do good. 

Dr. Coolidge did not say what 
the babies thought on the subject 
except she did say babies like to 
play with the box—and that is very 
dangerous.

CW YORK, Nov. 13.—Georgetown 

University’s football team hopes 

to match Fordham’s eleven, pass 
for pass, tomorrow when the ancient 
Jesuit gridiron rivals clash in their 
fourteenth annual game at the Polo 
Grounds.. Latest information on the 
home team indicates that. the aerial 
attack will be employed against George- 
town from the opening whistle. 

The known weakness of Georgetown 
in its defense for the pass probably 
has led the Maroon to_ concentrate 
practice this week on tosses, but under 
the plans mapped out by Coach Lou 
Little-and his assistants Fordham will 
find Georgetown’s overhead game much 
more effective than the Maroons ex- 
pect, and thus Georgetown’s offense 
may prove to be an able defense. 

Prior to leaving Washington Coach 
Little gave his men several new for- 
ward pass plays on which they drilled 
for three days. No hard scrimmage or 
work on other modes of attack was 
given the varsity team, while this prac- 
tice was held, and the deceptiveness of 
the plays was mastered. 


Deception is the main factor in 
these passes, which, if worked ac- 
cording to instruction of Coach 
Little, should be good for long 
gains. Capt. McGrath, Casl Waite, 
Jerry Thompson and Bucky O'Neil 
are on the receiving end, with Bob 
Nork and Bob Gormley throwing. 


The weather may disrupt the plans 
of both teams, however, as. the Polo 
Grounds gridiron is soggy from the re- 
cent rains. This condition might work 
havoc with the speedy players, who are 
to handle the pafSes. A soft turf will 
not permit of the jerky movements 
that will be required of receivers in 
completing aerial plays. 

In the event that line attacks must 
be resorted to, Georgetown should ho!d 
the advantage. With the ponderous 
Babe Connaughton throwing -his 275 
pounds into every play, Georgetown’s 
line will considerably outweigh the 
Fordham forwards. A superiority such 
as this will allow the Hilltoppers to 
stand their ground. better on the slip- 
pery field than their opponents. 

No matter what style of attack is 
used tomorrow, Connaughton will be 
prominent throughout, that is, if he 
continues to play up to the All-Ameryi- 
can standard’ that he has set in pre- 
vious games. At Syracuse Connaugh- 
ton not only stopped the Orangemen in 
the line, but roamed around in the 
backfield, dragging down the ball car- 
rier or the man who was in the act of 
passing. 


Connaughton’s achievements in

War Over Tournament Play Continues as 


American Heads Plan 


Time of Major Competition Abroad. 


Events Here-at Same 


SW YORK, Noy. 19 (By A. P.).— 

Fixing the American open cham- 

pionship for June 23, 24 and 25 
at the Oakmont club at Pitteburgh— 
in the same week already chosen for 
the British open—the executive com- 
mittee of the United States Golf asso- 
ciation today threw down the gauntlet 
to the Royal and Ancient club, of 
Great Britain, in an international war 
over tournament dates.
